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Stress and it’s applications in Counterinsurgency warfare; (This document will be adapted as a larger work.) 





“The anarchist violence that became manifest between 1880 and 1914 is often 
considered the ‘first wave’ of modern terrorism. ”' 


One of the most challenging aspects of writing about U.S. counter-insurgency, (counter-terrorism, ) 
doctrine is that when ideological actors are discussed, both the State & Citizen are attempting by 
force to resolve conflict. When we see a rise in use of force by citizens, we must look at a failure, 
unwillingness, or inability of State institutions to address and resolve those conflicts; Either in 
courts, communities, or electoral system. 


Ideologically motivated use of force by either state, or non-state actors constitute forms, and have 
the effect of (political) repression: 


“...actual or threatened use of physical sanctions against an individual or organization, 
within the territorial jurisdiction of the state, for the purpose of imposing a cost on the 
target as well as deterring specific activities and/or beliefs perceived to be challenging to 
government personnel, practices or institutions (Goldstein 1978, p. xxvii).”? 


More potently however, in U.S. counter-insurgency doctrine,’ the State attempts to use force 
preemptively to address grievances of citizens, which haven’t yet manifested as actual person, or 
property crimes.* With the creation of the Department of Homeland Security (Risk Management,) 
the United States has criminalized not only dissent, but certain persons simply on the basis of 
income, ethnic background, occupation, and gender.° 


In this paper we attempt to take a brief look at the types of persons being targeted by these 
operations; which is interesting in that those profiles aren’t always made public; and defined by the 
United States Intelligence Community as exempt from disclosure pursuant to Sources & Methods

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doctrine of the Administrative Procedures Act.® The APA is an artifact of post-war Executive branch 
reorganization, known more commonly as National Security doctrine. 


Administratively those policies are known as behavioral screening, or Terrorist Screening Records 
Systems.’ These procedures rely heavily on psychological profiling, which raises issues of forensic 
objectivity; and disabling conflicts within the American Psychiatric Association which operates a 
private monopoly within the United States, and creates definitions of pathology,® (private 
government.) 


Similar systems were deployed or attempted several times since the industrial revolution in it’s 
conflict with labor, known previously as Criminal Syndicalism. 


There is no public oversight of The Joint Commission, nor the American Psychiatric Association, 
and both have operated partnerships with the Central Intelligence Agency in past LSD experiments, 
and moder Torture & Interrogation techniques. CIA also created the Internal Enemy Doctrine, 
deployed in South America, and it’s domestic counterpart, Threat Assessment. 


These techniques, or operations have been widely publicized as involving widespread human rights 
abuses, forced disappearances, and death squad activities against activists, political opponents, 
academics, and journalists.

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Profile typologies: 


Several traits are being examined, for both perpetrators, and victims of state-sponsored ideological 
violence, however the data is anecdotal and requires follow-up study, in clinical setting. 

We have noticed both subjects appear to share similar, or opposing traits, on the same scales. 
Notably some traits are more common among particular cultures, or ethnic groups, adding an 
additional [latent] element. (With a potential for intentional, or negligent, discrimination through 
indirect criteria, [as disparate impact. ])

Some of these scales overlap, and different tests are chosen for their reliability, and specificity. 
(There are also developmental correlates to these scales which deserve further attention.) 


We would invite other researchers to confirm, or disprove, and strengthen these dimensions. 


We also note Ekehammar (2004,) eg. attempts to measure prejudice, which we consider behavior 
under trance’, susceptibility to which can be measured indirectly, or overlap with indicators noted in 
that work. 


The most common indicators’ appear to be related to two primary traits, correlates of suggestibility, 
and egocentricity. 


Both perpetrators & victims show traits of behavior in an artificial, (or experimental situation;) and 
share dimensions correlated strongly with suggestibility, indicating that Socialization is likely a 
defining characteristic in subject profiles of politically motivated violence, as behavior under 
trance; (non-integrative, dominant behavior.)"

Work in psychometric measurement arose out of the Eugenics movement, and can be traced to work 
of Bartlett, (Stanford revision) Binet-Simon, and documented by Ruml; which is also related to the 
National Socialist movement. 

National Socialism is a post-industrial, economic ideology that paralleled the development 
of Communism, as a philosophy of centralized economic efficiency, supported by a strong state; 
which stands in contrast to laissez-faire, ‘free-market’ American capitalist philosophies, such as 
those of Adam Smith. 

Both Eugenics & National Socialist ideologies are tied to Universities and think-tanks such 
as Yale, the Rockefeller Foundation and work of Irving Fisher, Maynard Keynes, and the Darwin- 
Dulles, and Bush families; whom also had strong ties to the British & Dutch Crown. (All of whom 
were heavily involved, historically, in the slave trade; [banking, manufacturing, tobacco, fruit, and 
petroleum. ]) 





Problems of Perception: 


An important modulator of these two primary traits appears to be the memory schemata, of the 
subject, (super-ego values.) 


"The work of Bartlett has had special significance in two ways, First, it has demonstrated 
that a developmental psychology, of the type propounded by Ward, may be subjected to rigid 
experimental investigation. Secondly, it has reaffirmed the notion that memory is no passive 
storehouse in which items are retained and arranged according to certain mechanical 
principles, but rather is that process by which the active individual recreates his past 
experience in ever-evolving forms...”!” 

Harsh super-ego values, are found to correlate with object relations;’ and appear to be 
common to both perpetrators, and victims of ideologically motivated, (state sponsored,) violence. 
(This should be viewed in a context of discrimination learning, developmental psychology; and 
pathology.) 


Work should be noted in regards to fixed behavior patterns, and the ability of LSD to 
dissolve ego defenses; particularly as it relates to counterinsurgency methods. * 
Perception, or shifting referents;'? in relation to [cognitive] modulators, (and semiotic, or other 
communication of values,) may hold an important clue; (Apperception.)’° 


This must be considered in the context of concept attainment, which developed out of the Princeton 
Radio Project. 


“When these were uncompromisingly contradicted, especially by Martian monsters, they 
dismissed the program as untrue. 'I kept believing and disbelieving at the same time. I

believed in the possible parts according to my knowledge, but disbelieved as soon as I heard 
about monsters and tentacles.’”’” 


What the Princeton project was referring to are category types,’® conjunctive, disjunctive and 
relational. Particularly in dealing with non-causal reasoning leading to faulty judgment. However 
what is interesting, is this type of behavior is seen both not only in conspiracy theorists, but also 
Kraepelian methodology, (on which the American Psychiatric Association’s Diagnostic & Statistical 
manual rely.) 


“...an account of systemic errors that lead people to treat a disjunctive concept as if it were 
something else. The second divergence is in the inability or reluctance of human subjects to 
use the information contained in an instance that illustrates the negative case.” 


“This is a highly persistent conception of cause and effect...rashes can be caused by 
different and apparently unrelated agents, we are face to face with a violation of our 
primitive notion that common effects have common causes. ”"” 


The work of Hudson (1999,) as well as Meloy rely on the same false methodological premise; of 
disjunctive concepts. 


“Tt is usually the case for one to infer identity or some other significate not from a single 
attribute exhibited by an instance but from several attributes taken together.” 


Both the Princeton theories,” Bruner,” and work of Landis” derive from the lexical-hypothesis.”* 
Princeton also identifies suggestibility as a core component of this phenomena.™* 


“...general characteristic of personality that made people vulnerable to the broadcast was 
what we might call susceptibility to suggestion...”

Trance behavior is believed to be conditioned, via memory schema which relates to continuity 
theory [Campbell 1977,] (in addition to correlates of non-persistence.) A trait also noted by Landis: 


"Briefly, such an approach holds that the meaning of a concept is defined as the sum total of 
the internal responses which have been previously reinforced when that concept is elicited. 
The responses have both antagonistic and intensity properties, the first property giving rise 
to the idea of bi-polarity and the second, the concept of continuity."” 


What both the Princeton Project & work of Hudson, and Meloy have in common, are the study of 
Panic, Fear, and foundations of the psychology of Terrorism. 

This is of interest to us however as it relates to faulty judgment under conditions of Stress, 
wherein the methodology of the DSM makes the same errors; all employing cognitive heuristics.*° 
(Non-forensic Psychological methodology.) 


“_,.Under pressure of time or under conditions of stress, the individual will not ‘attend to' or 
take into consideration all of the attributes that might be considered under more leisurely 
conditions.” 


“There appear to be two principal ways in which the strain of weighing many attributes can 
be reduced. One is by reduction in the number of attributes considered; the other by a 
process of combining or recoding attributes into attribute configurations. ”*'° 


Some of this behavior may relate to demand characteristics,*’ such as the ‘good participant’ role, 


where destructive obedience eg., conforms to agreeability”; in attempting to confirm the 
hypothesis, of the learned schemata. (When it arises as ideologically motivated behavior.)

Motivation Under Stress: 


Motivation is a core component of suggestibility, which is heightened under situations of fear, or 
stress.” 


"Observations of children referred for behavioral disorders have identified one common 
property which they all share-- their behavior seems ‘driven.’ They seem helpless, 
responding to some motivating force beyond their control or awareness. Such behavior may 
be characterized as a response to some stimuli, a stressor (McGrath, 1970). Stress serves as 
a motivator, as the individual seeking drive reduction, responds in adaptive or maladaptive 
ways.""! 


Compare with Osgood (1959): 


"...This paper is concerned with the effects of motivation upon language behavior. It is 
assumed that the author of a suicide note-- presumably written shortly before he takes his 
own life-- is functioning under heightened motivation...Language habits, like habits in 
general, appear to be organized into hierarchies of alternatives. We shall assume that 
increased drive has two distinct effects upon selection within such hierarchies: generalized 
energizing effects and specific cue effects (cf., Osgood, 1957, for a more complete analysis). 
The generalized energizing effects of drives are characterized by a nonspecific facilitation of 
all habits."°* 


One can see how under conditions of stress, (which is also artificially induced during Enhanced 
Interrogation® procedures,) the ability to make good judgment is reduced. This has applications in 
counterinsurgency psychological warfare, which reduces the capabilities of the Subject; a noted 
goal in psychological warfare.” 


These credibility gaps shed light on the true intent of DHS procedures, not to gain information, but 
as a policy tool to reduce the operating capacity of political enemies of the state, as an act of a 
repressive regime. This reduced cognitive capacity affects both perpetrators, and victims of State 
Sponsored Ideologically Motivated Violence; operating under conditioned trance logic. This tactic 
diverts frustration away from the state, and back onto the polity; against itself.

Inducing, and measuring potential resiliency to these types of judgment errors was evaluated 
through the Project Mercury Candidate Evaluation Program”, as an aspect of Aviation Medicine.”

These programs were deployed by Strategic Air Command,*' and experimented with using 
children* through the Talented & Gifted Programs authorized by the National Defense Education

These programs have been found to overlap with LSD experiments, for use in Stress Inoculation 
Training;“ which were abandoned after the cold-war.

Allocentricity appears to be the most distinctive marker for victims of U.S. counterinsurgency 
operations, and is a trait found across ethnic groups, and social classes; such as “hippies,” 
Communists, Arabic, and Latino cultures. This appears to be in addition to intraceptivity, and 
possible field dependent cognitive styles. 


Identifying and targeting Command & Control elements, as a method of battlefield 
preparation, particularly non-Nordic persons possessing leadership qualities, appears to be a 
precursor to more wide-scale repression, even several years in advance. 

This type of kill-chain methodology deployed by NATO forces, continually surveils 
‘bottlenecks' such as Universities, and increasingly elementary schools, as a tactic of medical 
intelligence, and often targets future potential threats long before they may acquire the 
social, economic, or educational background necessary to become a threat to the State. 


Perpetrators: 


Persons with ideocentric traits appear to be far less likely to become victims of these types of 
profiling operations, which are more commonly found among Nordic cultures but also overlap 
heavily with dark triad traits, such as narcissism, and other dangerous forms of antisocial 
personality disorders. 


“Lena is assessed by the GIS as an ideal agent--versatile, a realist, an ice-cold calculator, a 
work-horse, and well motivated. ”*° 


Perpetrator dimensions identified via the Big Five, may also correlate with destructive obedience.” 

High ego-strength appears more common in perpetrators, in addition to high l-scale MMPI scores. 

Perpetrator profiles appear to favor the [Fear,] "Frustration-Aggression" (ego-libidinal,) model of 

ideologically motivated violence,’ which may include those with Type C personalities, (high need 

for in-group affiliation,) [and what is called an outward cathexis.] 

Triandis did work on this, and called it a psychological [systems] theory of economic growth. 
Egocentricity may appeal to a more globalized social order, and militaristic society with 


strong central leadership, (Authority.) 


The work of Walter Driskill should also be noted in this regard, as it relates eg. to the MIDAS 
system.

Editors’s Note: Eventually this leads to the need for the publication of a comprehensive study of 
National Socialism, (particularly as it relates to it’s deployment within the United States, post- 
WwiIL.) 


We include in the second half of this paper, a very limited overview, which we regret likely only 
raises more questions than it answers; but hopefully does not confuse the issue— Particularly as it 
relates to the administrative methods & motives for deployment of these systems. 


Amidst the outbreak of War in Eastern Europe, this February, (at the time of this writing,) and rising 
level of concurrent global instability; Lykaion has begun publishing working draft papers of this 
series, rather than awaiting perfection of final drafts. 


Papers are published with a version number, to track changes; including a letter, indicating, for 
example, an unredacted version of a report "B" which may not be publicly available.’ 
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Systemic Profile: 


What are being examined are Unconventional & Psychological methods of (post-WWII,) warfare. 

The locus of power in a Democracy is dispersed throughout the polity, rather than 
centralized in a fixed body, and these methods target civilians, rather than Governments; which 
were traditional targets of Napoleonic warfare, designed to overthrow monarchies.” 


These methods use Fear & Threat, to fix attention, and induce change in fixed behavior patterns, (as 
memory schema.) They intend to reduce the psychological will to resist, and the means of support 
for potential change actors, economically, socially, and institutionally; toward the overthrow of the 
[U.S.] system of Constitutional Government. 


These topics require much more comprehensive treatment than is possible in this short 
abstract. 


What this paper examines are methods in which Tier 0 actors protect themselves, and their interests, 
by dispersing mass & unity of force, of the American polity, against themselves, and utilize state 
institutions, as a force multiplier to enable this artificially created conflict; rather than resolve it. 


Both subjects are engaging in ideological, or politically motivated violence. Both are attempting to 
assert dominance over the other social group; with use of force, rather than through Institutional 
means. One set (state actors, and contractors,°) have State support, and the other does not, (civilian 
targets,) with paramilitary groups being a possible exception. 


Weak institutions, as well as internecine conflict,” are high probability indicators for a failed state, 
or imminent failure of a state.** 


In the state proposed model of political deviancy both Hudson (1999,) and Meloy define the 
problem as biogenic, and exclude environmental-structural variables; (called forced choice,)™ also 
known as threat framing. 

Any proposed alternative model of political deviancy, which includes the State itself as a 
variable, is described by the state as a form of extremism.

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This raises issues of public & private Government® and laws & rules of warfare;°° specifically the 


privatization of violence. 
Internally this is known by the U.S. Intelligence Community, as Political Warfare.” 


The US is entering a post-governance era, as the locus of power in the United States shifts from 
public Government, to private. Since the passage of the AUMF the U.S. has the legal status of a 
nation nondum cessante bello. 


State repression, or political coercion is a regime. What the punishment puzzle attempts to address is 
what makes an effective repressive regime.” Research on the effectiveness of U.S. counterterrorism 
policies has been previously studied in Colombia.” 


This indicates a shift away from classical Republicanism (Wood 1990,) within the United States. 


Induced Governmental change has been seen in countries such as Chile, Peru, Argentina by use of 
the same methods, and results in Demographic Transition of the target nation. 


The motives of National Socialism are economic, wherein states are collapsed from within, and 
resources expropriated,” (also known as vulture capitalism.) 


These shifts can also be monitored by the study of post-WWII Tariff & Trade regimes; (such as the 
Bretton Woods agreement.) 


A study on effectiveness of the General Agreement on Tariff's and Trade & World Trade 
Organization (under Ronald Mitchell, 2001) compared the balance of trade of member states, 
versus non-member states. 

Although membership promised increased exports, import obligations exceeded exports, 
placing member states into debt, which was resolved through resource expropriation. 


Similar tactics appear to have been employed in the United States after the fall of the Soviet Union, 
and passage of the North American Free Trade Agreement.

Method Profile: 


This type of regime requires the repression of dissent, the capability for identifying potential threat 
actors (surveillance regime,) and a mechanism of enforcement. The National Security apparatus was 
created for such purposes. 


Surveillance regimes were weak prior to the widespread use, and deployment of 21" century 
telecommunications technologies. The acts of 11 September 2001, created a legal regime which 
allowed the evasion of Constitutional rights designed to prevent such surveillance.” 


Enhanced Interrogation methods” deployed by the Department of Homeland Security also act as a 
repressive mechanism, outside of Due Process protections; as a form of extra-legal cruel & unusual 
punishment. Extra-territorial force doctrines® also mean there is no escape within the NATO sphere 
of influence for victims of these acts. 


Methods of State repression deployed in Ireland™ were precursors to methods” also used in the 
aftermath of the 6 January 2021 Capital Riot. 


Capitol riot suspect Edward Lang of Newburgh complained to a judge that six months of 
isolation in jail was causing him physical and mental harm.” 


Case Examples: 


In all cases we see the deployment of honey-pots, (non-profit groups,) such as the "Activist 
Resource Center,"® "Advocate Resource Center,"® which are opportunities for the State to engage 
in the surveillance of, and neutralize or divert the energies of potential ideological actors. 


Each of these target a specific socio-economic profile of potential political deviant; (in support of a 
particular special interest [group.]) 


The group "antifa," was seen in Germany after the eradication of the Communist Party in 1933, in 
Russian in POW camps in WWII, and recently in the U.S. along with others such as "Black Lives 
Matter," and "Proud Boys."

This also includes state sponsored groups such as Future Thinkers, (aligned with Regen Villages.) 


During the Green Scare of the late 1990's, environmental groups were eradicated in the Pacific 
Northwest,” while rural working class interests were flattered. Twenty years later those same rural 
working class groups are being targeted. This includes an immigration regime, which further dilutes 
the interests, and coherence of a unified North American polity. 


Although widespread, we take particular interest in activities occurring in the Columbia River basin 
(watershed,) one of the largest freshwater reserves in North America. This area has been actively 
targeted for development, by non-regional actors, under the guise of climate change policies. 


Demographic Transition: 


Ultimately, these types of surveillance, and repressive regimes, and the management thereof appear 
costly to maintain. However, costs may be eventually reduced through both a permanent change in 
Government, advocated for in the past century by sponsors of these policies, and ultimate reduction 
in breeding of persons with potentially deviant traits. 


National Socialism laid foundations in the United States in 1933 with the creation of the Science 
Advisory Board, and passage of Executive Order 6238, less than six months after the Reichstag fire, 
as an applied Eugenics office. 

In 1942 with the creation of the Joint Psychological Operations Board, (precursor to CIA,) 
National Socialism in the United States had taken hold. 


The U.S. has shown Federally supported interest in population control efforts with the creation of 
the International Cooperation Administration (ICA), today known as USAID. 

(These efforts previously operated in the West, under the ambit of Social & Mental Hygiene, 
and overlap with threat assessment, [and Sentinel Initiative,” sponsored by Federally Qualified 
Health Centers.] These are known in Latin America as Social Cleansing, and the Internal Enemy 
doctrine.) 


Favoring, or reproaching certain persons, with particular neurotypological profiles, where it 
concerns disparate impacts in education, employment, and more importantly breeding opportunities, 
may have potential dysgenic implications;” particularly where the State is actively involved, in 
assessing, punishing, and rewarding persons with particular ethnic backgrounds, or typlogical 
profiles.
